1. The flve-rnnn fig Team# which was infiltrated into Albania cm the night 
of 7/3 September, sacClltre&ed after tee skirmishes with security forces. The 
teen was ambushed on 15 October and again on 20 October. During the fighting# 
one man was wounded and two became separated from the rest of the teen* Bommr, 
by 21 October# ell team members had eafiltratad successfully to Greees. The team 
reported that a friend who was trusted on previous missions had betrayed it to 
the authorities. A great number of persons, including police# security forces 
and a few civilians, were reported involved in the aahushse. 

2. The covert aircraft used in the resupply mission to the Apple/2 base 
team on the night of 23/2U October was forced to mdse an emergency landing in 
Brindisi, Italy* 9m Italian Service reported that the right engine appeared 
to have been damaged by 20 am fire. A moaber of the Athens sir staff went to 
Italy to arrange for repairs to the plane and the security of the crew.

Cm 28 October, the covert air crew returned to Athena and report ed encountering
